0 has significantly less to do with these three latter than with 
H.B., who is ,his principal task giver. 0, knows all these people 
personally and is summoned by them in writing or orally to meet. 

The word "Pulkvedls’' is used as a sign that it deals with business 
of the organization, 0. does not know exactly what other sort of 
tasks these people have.

After his work as the organization's contact man with the I^egiouj^ which 
by 1945 was no longer practical there was an interruption, when he was 
i mpri soned by the Russians in 1945 and interned in the labor camp 
SO?ETSKAIA QAVAN. When he was released at the end of 1946 and was 
allowed to return to Riga, he could mt immediately resume the connection 
on account of general enfeeblement and because he had to be sure of 
reooTery. He had met Dr. H. EERGMANISo^ However, neither of them ^ ^ 

mentioned the organization! B. certainly because he still wanted to 
observe 0, Hot Uiitll after his mairiige ^6 Jan 1942/did 0, begin 
to make inquiries again to Dr, H.B. about the orgo^zation. When 
he learned that it was still in exlsteiioe, he offered his cooperation, 
which was accepted after a short time. Then began hia activity as 
it is sketched above. 

What are his specific instructions for reporting to the orgeuiization 
On his return? 

The courier wqs sent on my ^ILBURI‘s7sugg0Stion which was made a year 
and a half ago. The porpose was to learn the details about the 
conditions and the state of mind in Latvia, to orient the orgemization 
about the sittaatlon in the world, to bring into conformity the prospect 
for suitable tactics and the setting of the next objectives of the 
organization, etc. After O's arrival it became apparent that the 
organization is, moreover, very interested in establishing closer 
contact with the Intelligenoe organization of the USAjpartuly, because 
in general it considers a contact with Uhe USA to be very important eind 
partly it hopes to get better financial support (and principally regular 
support) for its work. On its side the organization oduld, besides 
colleoting intelligence, promise all possible help and shelter for 
possible Amerloan agents there. But for practical reasons the hitherto 
existing contact with Sweden must be raalntained undlmlnished. I would 
very much like to hear yiur views on the possibility of such on 
arrangement, in connection with which the tedinieal details could be 
dlscTxssed. 

As it now stands, O’s return trip will very probably be postponed for 
about 10 days, or at least one week, because the original project cannot 
be carried out immediately. According to the original project, 0. is 
to be picked up by the fisherman KLAVLAPA, who was to sail his boat 
about 45 nautical miles towoi^i Gotland in the Baltic where he was to 
expect 0. 0 . will te taken there by a customs iimitter, while two

It cannot be carried out because at the moment KLAVLAPA is not in a 
position to go to sea according. to a radiogram that was received here 
yesterday. /il or 12 June 5^ The preparations ai’e now made to enable 
0. to sail through the Kolka Straits into the Gulf of Riga in a specially 
built motor boat. The boat is \rerj low and dewelops a speed of 27 knots, 
(cruising speed, 22 knots) and is powered by a rather soundless Ford motor. 
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The boat is ready to start, but navigational instruction for 0. is 
still needed, (He has had 8 years of sailing experience and an 
acquaintance with motors.) A run is also still necessary. 

This will take several days to get the resTilts. 0. himself is 
interested in* this project and thinks that while the delay vriLU make 
it more difficult to explain his absence at home, it will not be 
impassible by any means. But thereby we will have more time here and 
that mafltes it possible to think throu^ the above sketched suggestion 
quietly and vdth no undue haste shown. 

Concerning the question of currency, my frienl 0., who is extremely 
: gratoi\:l for the 2500 rubles already received, believes that he has 
, i very secure possibilities in Riga to sell foreign oiirrencgr - dollars 
: or potuids at a veiy advantageous rate td people known to him, who would 
like nothing 'retter them to invest their savings in foreign currencies. 

He would therefore very much like to take back dollars or pounds 
(in larger denominations) In place of rubles. If you have the possibility 
and the aim to support the organizatioh to a further extent, he would 
love to have dollar and pound notes,

The trip from Riga too place in midweek on 25 May at about 1500 
hoiurs by means of a tnick from the fishing kolkhoz "Sarkana 
Baka" in Ventspils. 0. ^de an agreement with the driver to 
drive him to Ventsplls for 400 rubles. At about 1800 they passed 
through Saldus, 1930 through Kuldlga, and arrived in Ventsplls 
at about 2100. In Ventsplls he met his contact man between 
2100 and 2200 in the municipal park at the Statue of the Maiden 
of Physical Culture as had been previously agreed oh. After he 
had Identified the contact man from a description given by his 
task assigner, he spoke to hLvi with the agreed upon recognition 
phrase. He did not know the contact-^an personally, knov/ing only 
that he is a harbor employee in Ventspils, a man of middle age, 
and that he was to be addressed by the name,jANSIS. This man took 
him to Roja via Kolka on his inotorcyclo, arriving in Roja at about 
0100 hours on 26 May. Here he had to wait in the woods for a time, 
while AHSIS looked for the fisherman KLAVLAPA, and brought him 
back to 0. KLAVALAPA took 0. immediately to his boat, which was 
lying completely unguarded in the harlxjr, and 0. liad to wait in 
the cabin for further instructions.

4. How was the trip arranged? When was it first planned at home?

First the organization's orders to travel to Sweden as a courier 
were delivered to him in January 1955 by J. BEECMAHIS, He agreed 
In principle, but his work situation at that time did not permit 
him an.lnconapiouous disappearance. When he quit his Job in April 
and was permitted a coupld of weeks' absence from his technical, 
studies, he informed H.B, and his departure was arranged by the 
organization. Beforehand, he knew only the way that he was to 
go, otherwise no details. He did not get to know the flshennan 
KLAVLAPl tmtil the departure at Roja. On the morning of 25 May 
he was made avai^ of the date of departxjje, and the contact man 
"AwSIS", as well as being informed the password. He had to organize 
the trip to Ventsplls himself. Whereupon he hired the truck of 
the fishing KBlkHoz (he made the agreement x/ith the. driver. ) Later 
he got from H.B, travel money, a rubber boat, and a tin 'can that 
was soldered shut. He was to give the can to me ^IlflOl^^re. 

(This he did. The can contaired a report on Latvia, v;hlch had 
suffersd souiswhat from the water and which you will from me 
after it has been deciphered. It also contained a nmber of blanks 
and forms, v/hich I had to give to the ^lEBAB^. )

The captain of the boat is Eduarda'^CLATLAPA ( born 1909) and 
besides him was his somewhat' ' yotinger brother, 'whose name 0, did 
not know. Usually four man are on this boat, but tliis trip was 
to Ventspils for repair, which v/as to take about a week and not 
a fishing trip on which there was only a two man crew. This 
condition had cauaed the suddeness of the departure.

0. cannot draw a plan of the harbor, because he travelled in the 
darkness of the boat and had never earlier been in Roja. He knows 
oioly that he had to walk over several boats in order to get to K's 
boat.

About an hour after his arrlTal he was led onto the boat 
and remained dn the cabin there until the time of departitre,

From the beginning he was not at all hidden, but sat openly 
in the cabin. The sketch of the boat is in attachment 2. 

9. How long was he on board before the boat left? 

The boat put to sea at 0500, 

10. Was there an inspection of the boat? Describe, 

No inspection of the boat took pla.ce in Roja. 

11. How did he get from the boat to here? 

At the point marked on sketch No, 1 the boat was stopped by 
three Soviet patrol boats that ordered them to anchor. Hiere 
were two "S" boats and one larger ship. K. immediately hid 0. 
under an empty case in the cargo hold and put a large pile 
of nets over this. 0, himself was not a.ble to observe the 
search, but K. later told him that the search had been quite 
throrough, and that the searchers had poked in the heap of 
nets several times. BiJ.t 0. himself did not hear that the 
case under which he v;as lying was struck by the probing 
instrument. The search lasted about a half hour, but 0. was 
let out much later (£t seemed to him that it was after a couple 
of hours,) They then sailed to a point off 0vi2d. where they 
headed for Gotland. By evening they were off the island, but 
the high seas did not permit a trip with the rubber boat that 
had been brought eilong, for which reason they ttarned back 
out to sea and anchored. On Friday 27 May they tried again, 
had motor trouble, which too^p a very long time, and in the 
evening sav/ a light '.■/hich they took for Gotland, But this was 
false and he does not know yet what sort of light this really 
vms. After that at about 12 o'clock he got into the rubber 
boat and rowed to the island. At 9 o'clock in the morning 
(of 28 May) the sea was again high and the boat filled up 
with water. At 10:30 he notified the ship HERNODIA on a course north 
and hailed it. He was token on the ship, where the rubber boat 
remained. (The Swed.ish ship PIERNODIA was steaming to Helsinki. 

The Swedish authorities have asked for the rubber boat back from 
the ship, but have not yet received it.) On the ship 0. passed

kept his name secret, HESNG0IA called the Swedish authorities 
on Gotland, anu ?. was picked up by a customs cruiser off 
Sllte and handed over to the LandfUskal of Slite B. BONDE, 
^^ 5 jiUBaul. 3 er^t^ born 190^who took him to his cottage 

in the woods. His arrival went rather imnotlced on Gotland, 

On the evening of the same day I and a friend ^IEBAe 7 picked 
h jtn Up and we flew on a scheduled flight to Stookiiolm on 
29 May. 

B. What reasons cjj he give to his wife and friends and fellow workers 
to explain his absence? 

His AdLfe knew nothing about the trip and lolleves that he got temporary 
work in Latvia outside of Riga. He wrote several letters to hlw 
wife, which he ^ave to H.B. , who will have them sent to his wife 
at certain intervals of time'. Such absences have been frequent 
in the past. He is convinced that his wife does not suspect any- 
thing. Since ke is now out of a job, there is nothing that needs 
to be done to protect him at his work place. 

C. How will he explain any purchases he made here upon his return? 

Objects of foreign origin - clothlr.g, watches, and in general 
everything from abroad - are no longer dangerous, for they come 
into the coTontry in large quantities by a variety of ways. Partly 
they are available from time to time in the shops, but for the 
greater part they are ijpported as contraband by sailors and are 
sent to individual persons by relatives who are located abroad. 

In Idepaja there are even shops that deal secretly in contraband 
articles. Foreign articles are now openly carried about and no one 
asks where they came from. 0. recently saw a woman on the streets 
in Riga wearing a kerchief on which the USk flag was printed. No 
one ceres about it. So now it is possible to take everything to 
Latvia and sell it there without running any risk.
